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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To provide an ink jet recording means capable of maintaining the surface of 
the discharge orifice constantly in such a state that it has a water repellence effect, and 
preventing easily a discharge orifice from becoming clogged and an ink jet recording 
apparatus using said device, and providing an ink jet recording apparatus using said 
means. 

CONSTITUTION: An ink jet recording device (recording head) consists of film-like, 
water-repellent Myler 36 stacked on the discharge orifice surface. If ink discharge fails due 
to the coagulation of ink around the discharge orifice, the discharge orifice surface 31 is 
made water-repellent continuously by peeling off the water-repellent Mylar one by one. 
Thus the discharge orifice 32 is prevented from becoming clogged and the product life is 
prolonged. 
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
